Spinazola Awarded Contract 

The Wilmington Board of, 
Health, Monday night, awarded 
to Clarence Spinazola, of Wo- 
burn, a contract to operate 
a ‘sanitary land-fill dump’ on 
his propérty, off South Main 
Street, in Wilmington. 

Spinazola has been operating 
the town dump on this property 
for the past year. It is bet- 
ter know to most residents of 
Wilmington as the ‘former Mo- 
ran property’. 

By the terms of the contract 
Spinazola will operate a dump 
which will be open to resi- 
dents of Wilmington six days 
a week - being closéd on Mon- 
days. 

Spinazola will not be re- 
quired to accept brush, trees, 
stumps, or old building mat- 
erial, by the terms of the 
contract. All such materials 
are to be taken to Abigail's 
Island, ( in back of the new 
Town Garage), by people who 
wish to dispose of such. 
Spinazola is forbidden to 


have fires in connection with 
hés dump, by the terms of the 
contract, except on special 


| permission of the Board of 


Health. Because of furniture 
and other bulky wooden objects 
which cannot be buried he will 
be given permission to have @ 
bonfire, about once a month. 


3 Year Contract with Option 
The terms of the contract 
call for a payment of $15,500 
a year, for three years, and 
if the contract should be can- 
celled, an option which the 
Board of Health reserved for 
itself ‘for good and suffi- 
cient reasons’, 
paid at the rate of $16,000, 
for a year. 

Under the terms Spinazola is 
to be notified by December Ist 
if the contract is to be can-

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THE YEAR 1959 

1959 was a year of peace and prosperity, for 
the average man in Wilmington. It was a year of 
contentment and growth - mixed up with occas- 
ional excitement, drifting down from the Town 
Hall. It was a year in which the people settled 
for themselves the question of our future gov- 
ernment. It was a year in which taxes dropped 
in this tow, while they increased elsewhere. 
Mr. Average Man could well be satisfied with 
his lot, in this tom, in 1959. 

We had an all-out, whangdoodle of a fight 
over the Town Manager Plan. The plan was re- 
tained, overwhelmingly, and the two principal 
supporters of the plan returned to office, as 
Selectmen, 

1959, too, was the year that the Selectmen 

decided to do something about Sunday sakes. 
There was an auto agency, and there were sever- 
al grocery stores, about which they were con- 
cemed. They spent quite a bit of time discus- 
sing the situation, until the Chief of Police 
r nded them that if they were going to en 
force the Sunday laws, then he would have to 
stop people from going to the Town Dump on Sun- 
days. So the Selectmen changed the subject and 
talked about something else. 

We had another fight, over gravel, in which 
the average person had little part. Our Town 
Manager, since resigned, was the person who 
perhaps suffered most, while a few people in 
Wilmington made themselves a bundle of dough. 

The Selectmen, to all intents and purposes, 
lost that fight, not because of their efforts 
but principally because the courts were reluc- 

tant to give decisions. We are still waiting 
for a decision in the principal case, in that 
fight - and the war is practically over. 

Avco ~ the Crown Jewel of Wilmington and the 
Avco empire, was dedicated in 1959, amidst ap- 
propriate fanfare. The $16,000,000 Lowell St. 
Research and Development is still a source of 
wonder to the average man, and a source of ever 
lasting relief to the taxpayers. 

Several smaller places were built, during 
the year - the Terrell building, on Woburn St. 
not much noticed by the average person, an ad- 
dition to the Unit Packet Company, on Burling- 
ton Avenue, and an addition to the Charles Ri- 
ver Laboratories, on Ballardvale Street. Though 
lesser in scope than the mighty Avco facility, 
they are just as good neighbors and friends to 
Wilmington's people. 

Three supermarkets were interested in Wil- 
mington, as the year opened, but only one of 
these - the De Moulas Supermarket, saw its 
plans brought to fruition. The Stop & Shop, and 
First National have put their plans in-abeyance 

The Gardner Building, on Main Street is a

Steven's Supermarket, up at the lake, was 
thought to be the place that would suffer most, 
but smart merchandising by Jack Pastor and Jack 
Gordon has kept this place booming, and John 
Elia, in North Wilmington has, in effect ex- 
panded, with a shopping center of his own (No. 
Wilmington Center), all of the stores of which 
are prospering, as the year ends. 

An important addition to the town, in 1959 
was the Old Age Housing Project, off Burlington 
Avenue, perhaps the finest in Massachusetts. 
Some of its severe critics, early in the year, 
are now among the boosters for this project. 

The Urban Renewal project, now three years 
old, was still enmeshed in paper work as the 
year drew to a close. 1960 will be the year of 
decision, for this project, it now seems. 

Taxwise, perhaps, we are not in as good a 
position at the end of 1959 as we were in the 
beginning. It is still impossible to accurately 
predict what will happen in 1960, but a $4 in- 
crease in the tax rate is entirely possible. 

The Legislative vote, of 1959, increasing 
the pay of teachers, is one of the principal 
reasons for this - an unforseen reason — and 
in 1961 it will be still worse, as only one 
third of the impact of this increase is to be 
felt in 1960 - i.e. the wages increase in Sep- 
tember, whereas in 1961 it will be felt from 
January on, right through the year. 

Another reason, not suspected by the average 
man, is the loss of tax property during the 
year 1959. The new superhighway, (Route 93) is 
causing the loss of nearly 1000 acres, on the 
1960 tax-rolls - a severe loss, from the tax- 
payers viewpoint. 

As 1959 becomes history, and 1960 opens its 
books, the average man in Wilmington has plenty 
of reason to be pleased with himself, but he 
can also contemplate hitching the belt a little 
closer, in 1960, municipally speaking.

Over the past few 
months, several news items, ed 
itorials, and letters have ap- 
peared in the Town Crier con- 
cerning the slim attendance at 
various meetings of the Junior 
Senior High School PTA This 
apparent lack of interest on 
the part of parents in the ed- 
ucation provided their child- 
ren has bothered many of us.‘ 
While some of it can doubtless 
be explained by normal and 
widespread factors, we are led 
to wonder how much of it is 
really not lack of interest 
but a feeling that it is use- 
less - when a group has as its 
primary purpose the improve- 
ment of the schools, what is 
the point of supporting it 
when it becomes apparent that 
any form of critical review 
(no matter how objective) or 
suggestions as to possible im- 
provements will only be frowm- 
ed upon and, for all practical 
purposes, ignored by those in 
the higher levels of the sch- 
ool system. 

During the past few weeks, the 
officers of the High School 
PTA have formally brought two 
matters of serious concern to 
the attention of the School 
Committee. In the first case, 
that of an alleged incident of 
serious misconduct on the part 
of a teacher, the reply stated 
in part ‘In Executive Session,

the Committee assessed the sit 
uation and took definite act- 
ion.’ Yet the Committee can 
take action only by an approv- 
ed motion, which must appear 
in the minutes; the minutes 
contain no such motion. The 
letter as a whole clearly im 
plies that the Committee feels 
the PTA and the public have no 
rightful interest in the con- 
duct of the people to whom our 
children are intrusted for six 
hours a day. 

In the second case, we pre- 
sented results of a small but 
factual study which indicated 
weaknesses in the training be- 
ing given im one school sub- 
ject. The purpose was to ob- 
tain the cooperation necessary 
to a more complete study which 
would prove or disprove these 
first results. The Committee 
appeared to be neither concem 
ed that such a weakness might 
exist nor appreciative of our 
interest in the school system; 
rather, we were scolded for 
our nerve in wishing to exam 
ine the results of the teach- 
ing which our tax dollars buy 
and on which the futures of 
our children are dependent. 

In fairness, it must be stat- 
ed that this attitude was in 
neither case unanimous; & min- 
ority of the Committee has al- 
ways been open-minded towards 
an examination of the system 
but finds itself helpless a- 
gainst the arrogance of the 
majority.
